One  sample  of  mil3^  was  found  to  contain  bacilli 
tuberculosis.  One  cow  v/as  slaughtered  inside  the  area  vdiich 
had  been  traced  as  a  result  of  sampiles  tahen. 


M ilk  Supply . 

The  supplv  of  milk  to  the  public  and  to  schools  was 
¥/ell  maintained  until  late  in  the  year  (1940)  vrhen  there  v.as 
a  slight  shortage. 

¥ar  Conditions . 

The  supply  of  essential  foods  has  been  maintained  at 
a  satisfactory  level  having  regard  to  all  v/ar  conditions,  and 
I  have  no  evidexice  of  malnutrition  in  any  class  of  the  people.

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None  of  the  indoor  Staff,  with  the  exception  of 
one  student  pupil,  Mr.  R.  Simpson,  have  joined  H.M.  Forces, 
but  five  of  the  outdoor  cleansing  staff  have  joined  H.M. 
Forces.

The  Y;-ater  is  controlled  by  bacteriological  and  chemical 
examination  m.ado  by  the  Tynemouth  Corporation  and  the  Nev/castle 
and  Gateshead  \7ator  Company. 


A  sample  of  Y/ater  taken  from  premises  in  Hartford  was

In  one  case  the  death  certificate  was  the  only 
notification  of  Tuberculosis.  No  action  v/as  necessary  to 
enforce  notification  of  cases. 

Tuberculosis  in  Milk: 

By  taking  samples  of  milk  e^eposed  for  sale  in  the 
district,  we  v/ere  able  to  trace  one  cov/  suffering  from^ 
Tuberculosis.  This  was  slaughtered.  The  County  Veterinary 
Inspector  co-operated. 
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No  action  was  necessary  under  the  Public  Health 
(Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations ?  1925  (relating 
to  persons  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  in  the 
milk  trade)  or  under  Section  172  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936  (relating  to  the  compulsory  rremoval  to  hospital  of 
persons  suffering  from  Tuberculosis).. 


Pood  Poisoning: 

One  case  of  suspected  food  poisoning  v/as  notified,

I  submit  my  Report  for  the  year  ended  3lGt  December, 
1940,  and  regret  that  owing  to  increased  duties  in  the 
Health  Department  caused  by  war  conditions,  the  report  is  of 
necessity  abbreviated. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION 

Four  motor  vehicles  and  four  horses  and  carts  were 
engaged  on  this  Service  until  October,  v/hon  a  fifth  motor  vehicle 
was  hired  to  assist  in  the  combined  v/ork  of  refuse  collection  and 
salvage  of  waste  materials. 


In  December  a  licence  sanctioning  the  purchase  of ^ one 
Dennis  Refuse  collection  vehicle  v/as  received ^ from  the  Ministry 
of  Transport,  and  delivery  is  expected  early  in  19A1* 

The  outside  Staff  numbered  29  including  two ^ working 
foremen.  Five  men  v/ere  called  to  H.M.  Forces  during  the  year, 
and  temporary  v/orkmen  v;ere  engaged.

Refuse  was  disposed  of  on  12  tips  situate;— ^ 

Klond^^ke,  Shankhouse,  East  Hartford,  Cramlington  Village, 
Holyv^ell,  The  Avenue,  Ladysmith,  Seghill,  Soghill  Bridge, 

Soghill  Golf  Course,  Killingv/orth  East  Farm,  West  Cramlington 
and  East  Cramlington. 

It  is  expected  that  the  tips  at  Seghill  and  Holywell 
will  be  discontinued  during  1941 >  and  the  controlled  tip  at 
Bank  Top  Farm  which  v/as  secured  in  1939,  ^^'ill  come  into  operation 
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At  the  close  of  the  year  arrangements  had  been  made  to 
secure  flooded  land  at  East  Cramlington  for  use  as  a  controlled 
tip  in  place  of  the  existing  tip  there.
